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Sir Robert Gorden of Straloch. Ro- 
bert Johnilon wrote the Hittory of 
Great Britain, France, the Nether- 
linds, and Germany fiom the vear 
1572101628. Drummond of Haw- 
thornden recorded the Lives and 
Reigns of the five Kings of the 
name of James. Bithop Guthrie, 
et Dunkeld, publiihed a hiitory 
of the civil war of this” kin 
dom. Wiihart (afterwards Bifhop 
of Edinburgh) was author of the 
Lite of the Marquis of Montrofe. 
The Geography of Scotland was 
gieally eluctdated by Timothy 
Pont, a man of confiderable liter ary 
reputation, Robert Pont his fon, 
Gordon ef Straloch and his ton 
James, Parfon of Kothmay and Sir 
john Scot of Scotftarvet, director of 
Chancery, who made feveral plans of 
the counues of Scotland with am- 
ple detcriptions: Archbiihop Spot- 
compofed our civil and ec- 
clehaitical hittory from the firit 
dawning of Chritianity this 
country to the death of James VI, 
and David Calderwood brought 
down the Hiltory of the Reforma 
tion in Religion to the year 1625. 
Jamcs Batrour emulating thele, 
his Contemporaries, engaged with 
ardour in fiundar purfuits, and hav- 
me become remarkably proficient in 
He, idry, removed to London, 
Where he afflociated with the moit 
cuinent men in that Serence to 
Whoin his good qualities amply fup- 
Plied the want of formal recommen. 
ditions. His principal friend was 
William Segar, Garter King at 
Arms, a man not leis ditingauihed 
by the digmity of his office, than 
the extent of his genius. He alto 
Coutracted a literary acquaintance 
with Mr Roger Dodiworth aad Sir 
Wiliam Dagd ale, to whom he 
communicated many particulars ret: 
pet ting the Antiquities of Scotland, 
Which were inferted iu the fecond 
Volume of the Monafticuin Angli- 
Canum; under the head, Cxavbta

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Seoticae From his friendfhip with 
thee men, Sir James derived many 
facilities in profecuting his fludies ; 
for their purtuits were fimilar to his 
own, and their indultry as Antiqua. 
ries was moit contpicuous.  Be- 
fides numerous perfonal civilitics, 
Segar obtatued for hum the friend- 
thip and favour of the college of 
Heralds, in confequence of which 
he received from that body, a tetti- 
monial of his abuivics, under their 
hands and teals. 

He tound a tleady fitend and pro- 
moter in George Hay, Earl of Kine 
noul, Chancellor of Scotland, by 
whofe recommendation he was re- 
ceived into great favour with King 
Charles I, and was raifed to the of- 
fice of Lyon, King at Arms. Ile 
contmued to attendat Court, while 
the King’s profp but as 
he inclined to the royal intere't dur- 
ing the crvil war, and was fulpec- 

ed by the eppofite faction, he fe- 

queltered himfelf from the commo- 
tions of ftate, either at Falkland, 
or at hts own refidence, Kuinaird, 
where he devoted bimtelf excludvely 
to itudy, although he retamed his 
obice for ieveru years, and volun- 
tarily refigned tr, under the ufurpa- 
tion of Cromwell. 

Duaine his rural retirement, he 
colected many manufcripts, rela- 
tive to Hen and wroce others

number of the chronicles of monad- 
teries both originals and the abridge. 
ments, but it is to be deeply regret- 
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ted that many of thefe valuable ma- 
nuicripts, fell a prey to the facri- 
Iegious and illiterate, and were 
fhamefully deftroyed in the hands 
ef children, or perifhed in the 
flames during the civil wars. A 
few only were opportunely refeued 
jrom deftruction by thofe who were 
acquainted with their value. The 
{tile of thefe monaftic chronicles, 
was indeed, unpolifhed and barba. 
rous, but they were remarkable fer 
the indultry, judgement and fdeli- 
ty to truth, with which they had 
been compiled. 

For fome time after the firit erec- 
tion of monatteries in this kingdom, 
thefe writers were almort the only, 
and certamly the moft refpeSable 
ebiervers in literature, as fearce 
any other perfons preferved tn 
writing the memory of the import- 
tant occurrences of the tumes. In 
their repiiters and chronicles were 
to be found, an accurate record 
of tranfactions with foreign powers, 
whether in forming alliances, con- 
trating marriages of ftate, or re- 
gulating commerce Jetters and 
bulls of the holy fee ; anfiwers, edicis 
wad ftatutes of kings; church re- 
feripts provincial conthitutions ; 
of parhament; battles; deaths 
cf eminent perfons ; epitaphs and 
infcriptions ; and fometimes the na- 
tural appearances of the feafons; 
the prevalent dileaf*s; miracles and 
prodigies ; the herefies that f{prung 
up, with an account of the authors, 
and their puntthments. In fhort 
they committed to writing every 
important occurrence in church and 
flate, that any qneftion ariling in 
after ages might be fettled, by their 
authority and the unanimous con- 
firmation ot their faithful and ac- 
curate chronicles. colle@ing 
and preferving thefe manufcripts, 
Balfour theretore raifed a monn. 
ment to his memory which the la- 
teit pofterity muit revere- For he 
did io from a conviction that thele 
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old and approved authors were the 
only guides to the knowledge of 
facts, as well as to correst evidence 
and reafoning on the remote hif. 
tory of Scotland, and he confider. 
ed them, not only of fignal ufe to 
himfelf, but a valuable treafure to 
the literature of the country. He 
therefore perfevered throughout life 
icollesting manuicripts, 
out reyard to either trouble or er 
pence. The catalogne which he 
left is ftill extant,* although many, 
as already meniioned, were lolt by 
the depredations of the Engliih and 
other caufes. 

He formed with great induftry, 
and at a confiderable expence, 4 
hbrary of the mott valuable books 
on every fubjedt particularly in the 
branches of Scottith Hiftory, Anu- 
quities and Heraldry. From thete 
he extracted every atiiltance they 
could afford in the purfuit of his 
inguirvies, and for further aid he ci- 
tablithed a correfpondence, with 
the moit refpectable livin hito- 
rians, fuch as Robert Maule, Henry 
Maule, David Buchanan, Gordon 
of Straloch, Dodfworth, Dugdale 
and Dreminond of Hawiiorndes, 
all of whom he regarded through 
Jife with the warmelt eiteem, and 
with the greate& refpect for their 
talents and accomplithments. 

Hz endeavoured to elucidate our 
hittory, (which was then involved 
in confuiion,) from the ex ammatioa 
of ancieut medals, cots, 
bracelets and other relics of ant 
quity, of which he formed a fp 
rate collection as an appendage & 
his library. Obferving alto from 
hiitorians, that the Romans had tong 
been fettled in Scotland, and had 
made defperate attempts to expel oUF 
anceltors both Scots and Picts )e 
collected the inicriptions which they 
had left on certain ftone buildings

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and traaferibed them among his 
noles. 

Ix compiling the work to which 
he gave the tithe of Annals, our 
author Was more anxious lo fupply 
the deficiencies of other hiltoriaas 
aud to bring to light obicure re- 
cords, than to exhibit a continued 
and regular hiitory of Scotland. 
He theretore carefully extraced, 
from old manufcripts, the names, 
dignities, and offices of dittinguith-

ed public charafers, the dates of 


remarkable tranfactions, and every 
other circuraflance of importance, 
dad arranged thera in deparate para- 
graphs. 

He was actuated by a generous 
diipotition, to reicue from oblivion 
and the grave, the memory of il- 
jultrious men; for which purpofe 
he vifited all the cathedrals and the 
principal parith churches of the king- 
dom, and examined their fepulchics 
and other monuments, from wiich 
he copied the eptraphs and interip- 
tions, carefully prederving thein 1a 
a volenne,

tiauds, practifed in counterfeiting 
and imitating precious ftones.

Its food was boiled potatues 
moiitened with water, and raw mut- 
ton; which it delighted to eat alter 
nately. 

xis Cuckoo lived in my houte 
in good health in a cage till the 
froit fet in, in November following. 
After the firft day’s froft it feemed 
very dull; yet upon being placed 
near the fire, and the froit foon a 
hating, it recovered perfecily: But 
I foon found that being a bird of a 
warmer climate, it could not na- 
turalized here ; for it died as foon as 
the cold became fevere. 

Tue foliowing curious trial, how 
long a common thell {nail could ex 
ift without food, was made by me 
feveral years ago. 

On July 5. 1787, I put twelve 
fhell fuatls into a imiall timber box 
without feod July 5. 1728, They 
were all alive, having got no meat 
or drink all thai time.

GENERAL H'INTS 


ON THE PRACTICABILITY OF IMPROVING THE EXTENSIVE 


FLAT OF KINNEILy 


NEAR BORROWSTOUNNESS, LINLITHCOWSHIRE,. 


HAVING remarked that Sir 
Robert Sibbald, in his Procramus, 
&c. enumerates a great yariety of 
plants, dome of them rather un- 
common, as growing, in his day 
(1680), near Kinneil-houfe. on the 
banks of the Firth of Forth, Lia- 
lithgowthire, 1 refolved (i802) to 
vilit the fper. The lapie of 120 
years had, as Lexpected, produced 
o many changes on the face of the 
ground, that [ could nor, during 
vibt indeed, recognize a- 
bove half a dozen ef the plants he 
Cefcribes 

Ir was ebb-tide, and I was 
firuck with furprife, as every ftran- 
Thuit be, at the imuncnte plain, 
fromi whieh even a neap tide here 
Tecedest. ‘This plain, remarked, 
had not a fandy or gravelly bed, 
ufual in flich places; but, us

far as I could examine, an exceed. 
ingly fine s/vesch or clay, feemingly 
rendzied mucilaginous by the pre- 
fence of much vegetable matter. 
This appearante, | foon conceived, 
i traced toa fatisfaGory fource, the 
proximity of the mouth of the ri- 
ver Avon. 

I fuppofe few perfons could pafs 
fach a plain without concluding 
that it might eatily be gained from 
the fea, or converted to fome ufe.

For this purpofe, it is now well 
known that all thar is neceffary is 
to ftrew the beach left uncovered 
at ebb-tide, with Jarge hard ones, 
The feeds of the fuci, appeyr, 
are conflantly floating about in the 
fea, ready tO attach themictves 
wherever they can meet %!'. a 
fuitable place. ‘Ihe fructification 
and germination Of fun 
plants is not yet well underitoed, 
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But enough is known to warrant 
tie conclution; that ifa few eart- 
loads ot ftones covered with fucus 
viliculofus and nodotus, were trant- 
ported from the lower part of th: 
frith, where they abound, and dif- 
tributed over this bay, that they 
would foon ipread on every hand. — 
J am aware that it may Ire thought 
that the quantity of frefh water in 
the neighbourhood. would retard 
the growth of the fuei. Of this I 
am not apprehenfive ; thofe chiefly 
burned for kelp (F. nodofus, vefi- 
culofus, and ferratus) often flourith 
at the very mouths of rivers. Some 
{pecies indeed grow more laxuriant 


near ariver, as fucus canalici- 
Tatus and the true fucus ceranoides* 
of Linnrus.—There is no fea-weed 


in the Baltic ; but this is probably 
as much owiny to the want of tides, 
as to the deficiency of faline matter 
in that fea. "The common bladder- 
wrack (fucus nodotus) grows by 
far mott luxuriant, ftituations 
where it is uncovered at every cbb 
of the tide. 

PeRwars it may further be faid, 
that owing to the quantity of freth 
water, the weed would yield lefs 
kelp, and of bad quality ;—an 
objection fupported by the great 
authority of Dr Walker.+ ‘The 
salinity of the frith here, mutt, 
however, not be greatly diminiihed : 
elf I cannot conceive that fo many 
falk workers (for the thore here 
iscovered with falterns} would choofe 
fuch water for their manutacure ; 
their lofs would not contitt merely 
in not obtaining the larvett ble 
yield of fale, but in the confumpt 
of fuel and the waite of time.

In iome places we were 
poiitively obliged to fet all hands 
to work in order to cleara way fer 
the carriage; and hard work we 
found it. At other plaees, in or- 
der to avoid holes, we were forced 
to turn off into the fields, at the 
imminent of being upft, for 
when the angle of our Zigzig 
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courfe was very fharp, one of the 
fore-wheels was fire to get below 
the perch of the carriase, ani 
throw us upon the balance, Vhis 
accident happened to us more thas 
once, for, as the French poftillioy 
are accultomed to drive only crane. 
necked carriages, we could not im. 
prefsthem with abeliefof the danger, 
ull they witneifed it.

French ftreets, or to any fituatien 
where mancevuring is required, ber 
on a journey they will held ont much 
longer than thofe with crane-necks, 
Jeches recourbers. As we proceeds | 
we met about a dozen robber 
handcuffed on their way to ‘loulor, 
where they are to labour as gullev- 
flaves in chains. With robbers, 
this country is very much infelte 
but voverrnment are taking the molt 
effectual means of fuppretiing ther 
It is faid that they are almolt all 
emiorés driven to defperation by 
the leis of their property.

FROM WITMAN’S TRAVEES IN ASIATIC TURKEY, SYRIA, AND EGYPT, 


WE rofe at five inthe morning of the 
28th, aad went tu the chapcl, where 
mats was perform.ng. We breaktatt- 
ed thortiv after, and at feven o’ciock 
left Terufalem on our way to Bethiem, 
accompanied by the fuperior and ie- 
veral of the mowks belonging to the 
Latin convent, in which we Lad taken 
up our relidence. On our quitting the 
city, we pafled Mount Sion, on which 
the walls of the city are partly built, 
and which is feparated by valley 
from the hill where Judas iicarot iold 
Jeius for thirty precesct money, ‘Lhe 
soad winds over a part of this hill. 
After an hour’s journey, we reached 
a convent built by St Llelena, from 
whence we had a view of Bethiem, 
the road leading to which is extremely 
rocky, and of a very dreary appear- 
ance. On approaching, the Dead 
was in ourview. Bethiem fiands on 
a lofty mountain, the foil of which 
abounds in chalk and mari. The in- 
habitants came cut to welcome us on 
the road; and this was done by the 
women, by a molt hiceous fhrieking 
Moule, accompanied by gettures and 
diftortions, which it would be difficult 
to deferibe. On our paffage through 
the itreets, the houfes were thronged 
with people. 

As we approached the convent, in 
which we were received with great 
bofpitalitv, we pafled beneath the 


ruins of an ancient gcte-way, and af 
terwatds entered a lofty 
erected by St Helena, anciently 
the temple, but now the convent, c! 
St Catherme. ft is ornamented with 
at fealt titty Jofty and beautitul co 
lum:s of mabe, of the Corinthian 
order; and has on ats wails the te 
mains cfieveral Gne paintings, in 
of feriptural iubjects, reprefentig us 
apefties, patriarchs, The beauty 
and ivmmetry of the temple have 
been in fome meaiure defiroyed by 


portion of it, which they have cole 
verted into a chapel, having beea 
vided off by the Greeks, who rece! 
ed permiilion from the Turks to co» 
on their confenting to pay an annus 
contribution. 

After having parteken of an 
lent breakfait, provided by the 
rior of the convent, we went to i 
the three furprifing bafius 
Solomon, near to which he is led 
have fpent much ot his time, 

The pools, or bafins of 
are three in number, and iituated 18° 
floping hollow of the mountain, & 
above another; fo that the waters 
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the uppermoil deicend into the tec 
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There figure 1s quadrangular. 
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the firt being about one hundred and 
fxty paces long; the fecond two bun- 
dred; and the third two hundred and 
twenty. The cepth of each is 
wderables They are lined with ftone, 
plaitered, and in a tolerable itare of re- 
-air. ‘They contained, however, but 
latte water when I vifited thei. 

the monks, by whom we were ac- 
companied, confidered thefe pools, or 
belins, as one of the greateft antiqui- 
wes in the country. 

They are diftant two hours jour- 
ney tiom Bethiem; and the road 
which leads tothem, confiiting entie- 
ot rocks, is almolt impracticable. 
Thete betins fuppled the inhabitants 
uf Bethlem and Jerutdem with water, 
by means ot aqueducts, which appear- 
ei, however, at the time of our vilit, 
tu be fomewhat out of repeir. in the 
Vicinity of the pools we noticed a 
Yurkith fort; and, not far from it, 
the fource or {pring, by which the 
bafins ate fupplied with water, as well 
as by the raiuus which oceationally fall 
upon the netphbouring mountains, dur- 
ing the winter feafon, 

in returning, we pafied through a 
Youeyy in which wasa garden, entitled 
the garden of Solomon. Tis irrigation 
having been favoured by the water 
Winch eat times iflues from the rocks 
gbove into the valley, the vegetables 
"contamed had avery promiing ap- 
Pearince, We jtaw in the valley the 
tuin allo of a butlding, which, we 
‘ere told, bad been mbabued by Su- 
lomon’s concubines. 

On approaching Bethiem, the gene- 
tel made a fketch of the town; and 
we found, op cur arrival, a fumptucus 
Gil.ner prepared tor us at the convert. 
Atter repait, we vilited the buth- 
pece cf our Saviour, a deep cavern 
Oucot the folid rock, and light- 
up by a coufiderable number ot 
ats, in which the manger was, as 
every ciher intereiting particu- 
far, Pountec out to us, The manger 
Was, fur the fame reafon as the fepul- 
Cire, coied over with marble, to pie- 
Vent the pigrms from mutilating «it, 
end Cerryipg off with them fragments 
Clicch precious relus. We were atcer- 
“arcs conduéted to a variety cof me- 
Mceradie f{pots, and among them, to 
the deep and immentely large ciltern 
which the bodies of the infants, 


murdered by the command of Herod, 
were thrown. Near to this erttera the 
tomb of St Jerome was lituated, 

‘The convent of St Catherine, 1a 
which at one t.me twenty monks re- 
fided, but the number of whom was 
now reduced to cignt, and the Green 
and Armenian convents, bemg ail ot 
them within the fame walis and eu- 
closure, to es to conttitute one large anc 
entire balding only; all the ever ime- 
morable places within Bethlem which 
the facred writings have recorded, 
are in this way built over and pieleive 
ed. 

The inhabitants of B thiem coniit, 
for the greater part, ot Greeks, 
menians, and Arabs converted to chril- 
tianity. Among its population but 
few ‘Turks are to be tound. ‘Phe arels 
of the men, like that of the neighs 
bouring peaiants, is extremely iimpie, 
and contitts of a long white chemiic, 
or trock, with a girdle ftaitenead round 
the wait. Very tew of the poorer 
lort, Whether mates or temaics, wear 
thoes. ‘The women are drefled in a 
biue chemne, with a cotton belt, or 
girdie, and cover whe head wato a loog 
white ven, which flows loofely dows 
the back. ‘[beir complexions are very 
dark, approaching aimuit to black. 
‘Vhey are very laborious, and fubmit 
to every deteription of drudgery. 
‘They are betrothed #s fuon as they 
come into the word, ang mairy ot 
the easly age Of Lweive years. 

Pettiem itanding on an eminence, 
and on achawy tou, is juitly copi.dere- 
eaby the inhabitants es poticilag a

but few among theta who 
had lickly appearance. “Piere were 
indeed fome caies of ophthuimia, but 
very rare.

ate highly favourable to the vegeta- 
tion in general. 

As we had toreturn, in the after- 
noon, the vilits of the Greek and 
Armenian patriarchs, it was fomewhat 
late before we quitted Bethlem, into- 
much that we did not reach our con- 
vent at Jerufalem until feven in the 
evening. I brought away with me, 
from the former of theie places, fe- 
veral chaplets, or firings of beads, 
made froma fruit from Mec- 
ca, dyed, ot a red colour, and croiies, 
and other trinkets made from a pearl 
oyfter, which the inhalatants piccure 
trom the Red Sea, and which they 
manufacture into thete curious articies 
with great addreis. 

On the roth, at eleven in the morn- 
ing, we lef: the convent at Jeruiaicm, 
on our way to the Mount of Olives, 
Situated at abouta mile’s diftance fiom 
the walls of the city. Our attention 
was then directed to the tepulchres of 
the kings, which the monks contider 
as the third wender in that part of the 
world. To infpett them, we entered 
atthe eaft fide, through an opening 
cut out of the fold rock, which 
brought us into a ipac:ous court of a- 
bout forty paces iquare, cut down in- 
to the rock, with which it is encom. 
paffed inttead of walls. On the iuuth 
tide of this court there is a portico, 
mine paces long, and about four broad, 
in like manner hewn out of the na- 
tural rock. It has a kind of archi- 
trave running along us front, and al- 
though time has certainly deprived it 
of fome of its beauties, ver it itil ex. 
hibits the remains of exccilent feulp- 
ture of flowers, truits, &c. On the 
left hand, within this portice, we en- 
tered a {mail aperture upon our knecs 
and hands; the patiage was become dit- 
ficult on account of the accumulation 
of rubbith collected at its mouth. 

We reached at the commencement 
a large iquaie chamber, cut with great 
neatnets and exacinels out of the jo. 
iid rock. From this chamber we en. 
tered a fecond, which led to feveral 

more, five or fix in ail, one within the 
other, nearly of the iame detcription 
as the firit, except that in the interior 
chambers there were niches, or jepul- 
chres, tor the reception of the dead, 
Each of these caverns, or chambers, 
bad niches tur fow:, Ox, or eight bo- 
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dies. The mutilated portions of th. 
farcophayi, ornamented with dne (ey. 
ture, lay icattered upon the gious 
as well as the fiagments of the 4 ms 
doors by which thele chambers hai 
been anciently cloted. 

The lid of one of the fircophagi, 
{even feet an length, aaving on it 
grapes, leaves, acorns, and various o- 
ther devices, very beauuiully fouip. 
tured, was in an entire itate. 

A door ot one of the chambers was 
till hanging. It confifled of a mas 
of folid flone, ‘refembling the rock 
itteif, of about mebes in thickseds, 
bat in fize lefs than an ordinary door, 
It curved upon qwo hinges, contrived 
in the manner of axles. Thefe hinges 
were of the lauwe entire piece of hous 
with the door, and were received into 
two holes otf the ummoveable rock, 
one at the top, the other at the bot- 
tom, 

in fome of thefe chambers the dead 
bodies were laid upon beaches of 
ftone others had depuichres cut in 
the turm of ovens. In the doficrent 
chambers which enterec, I imag.ne 
trom forty to fifty bocies might hove 
been depofited, Whether tne Kings 
ol of Judah, orany other Sango 
were the cuntlructors of them, ticy 
have certainly beea contrived with 
infinite ingenuity, and completed wil’ 
immenfe labour. 

Having wachdrawn from thele 
teretting maulolel, or caverns, 


Virgin Mary, ot her mother, avd 
Joleph, all of them in 
valley of Jehofhaplat, and over wick 
was erected a large ftome bustdtoy, 
re-conitructed by the Armenians, 
bout forty vears betore. It was a 
the vicinity of this fpot that St Stephes 
was itoned. ‘To reach the fepulcarts, 
which were in the inferior pait of 4 
cavern, dug frem the folid rock, we 
had tu detcend a flight of forty ight 
fteps. ‘Phe Virgin’s fepulchre was 
hehted vy lamps, which were cone 
iiantiy Kept buraing at the 
pence of the Greeks, Armenians, and 
Copts. I brought away with me 
veral finall pieces of the rock, cul 
fyuares, which the inhabitan's tak: 
care to provide for the grataication 
the curroustraveller, Contiguous torte 
building erected over the fepulchres 
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entered a cave, in which our Saviour 
js fand to have iweated blood. ‘he 
monks by whom we were accompa- 
nied, pointed out to us feveral large, 
and apparently ancient olive-trees, 
winch, they aflured us, werein enxil- 
tence in the time of cur Saviour, 
end which ftood in the front of the 
baiding, We did not pretume 
ucttion their erudition on this 
potut of notaral hiftory; but could 
not help admiring the atiention they 
btiowed on them, in encompafling 
ther roots by itunes, and filing up 
the cavites of their decayed trunks 
vib the iame materials, tor their bet- 
ter prelervation.

of Je hothaphat, we were gratined by 


the view of feveral memorable {pots. 
We faw, ainong others, the tombs of 
Abialom and Zechariah ; aad vilited 


the place where the apoltles concealed 
theinfelves when Jelus was led by. 
We were neat conducted to the well 
of St Barb, at the toot of Mount Sioa, 
where the veitments of Jelus were 
wathed and, at an incontiderable daly 
tance trom it, inipected the wells of 
Nehemiah, 

On icaving the valley of Jehofha- 
phat, we paced to tne right of the 
place where the body of the prophet 
jiaial was tevered into two parts. In 
@iceading lowat Sion, we faw, on the 
acclivity ci@#n oppolite mountain, a 
building erected on the fpot where 
Jucas bicariot betrayed Jetus for thirty 
pieces of ulver. On reaching the 
fummit of the mount, a church and 
convent, belonging to the Armenians, 
were pointed out to us, iituated at a 
final) ditance fiom the entrance gate 
leading to the back part of the city. 
It was there, the monks informed us, 
that the cock crew when Peter demed 
Chrift.

The 
human form, under the plaftic hands of 
Titian, bears the charadter of a fupe- 
rior race. The mufcular thrength of 
manly age, the proportions, and 
delicious glow of female beauty, and 
the interefling attitudes, and roiy 
plumpnefs of infancy, excite approba- 
tion which wil be as unchangeable as 
the principles on which it is founded. 
But furely fome malicious fprite broke 
in upon the dreams of Rembrandt, and 
prefented to his imagination, as the 
model of beauty, the pervert carica- 
ture of humanity, which, differently 
modified, appears in ail his works. On 
this, the favourite object of his 
try, he lavifliced all the graces of his ex- 
quilite pencil, and, intatuated by her 
allurements, fuffcred himfeif to be fe- 
duccd from that fimpiicity of unadal- 
tcrated nature, which is refic&ed to to 
much advantage in the mirror of art. 

It has been remarked, that had Rem- 
brandt ftudied in Ltaly, his drawing 
would have been more correct, from 
having the motl perfect models con- 
ilautly before his eyes. The ohferva- 
tion is tte; this would undoubtedly 
have been the cafe, but in all probabi- 
Sity there would only have been an ex- 
change of qualitics. Rembrandt thone 
in defiance of drawing, tafte, and grace, 
and it ia not unlikely, that if bis princi. 
pal attention had been directed to pu- 
rity of outline, we fhould never have 
beard of his name, except perbaps to 
an edition of the antique itatues. 

Let us however do juttice to the 
talents of Rembrandt, and own that 
there are departments in which he ap- 
care to much greater advantage, than 
as aa biftorical painter. Debarted by 
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a vitiated tafte from arriving at the 
firit degree of eminence in works of 
Imagination, he knew how to attain i 
when the a&tual model of his imitation 
was before his eyes, and he had only 
to transier to the canvafs, the efic@ of 
which he fo well knew how to produce. 
Hence his portraits are defervedly held 
In the higheft eftleem, and in grander 
of character, as well as in pidurefque 
effect, often rival the moft celebrated 
works of Titian, The accuracy of 
his pencil imfured itriking refem 
blance, whilft, his fkill in the ma 
hagement of Iipht and thadow, and 
his thorough acgnaintance with the 
harmony and effect of his tints, ena. 
bled him to give to his fubjects an ap- 
pearance of reality fo ftrixing, as in 
jome initances to have actually im- 
poted on the fenfes of the fpectators. 
Thus, a pictuie of his maid-icrvant 
placed at the window of hs houfe in 
Amfterdam, where he ftxcd his  per- 
tnanent retideuce about the year 3650, 
is faid to have deceived the pailengers 
for feveral days. This faci is at lea't 
authenticated by De Piles, who had 
the curiofity when he was i tiolanc, 
to enquire after this pidture, auc find: 
ing it was well pencilled, aud 
a great force, purchaied nt, and ef 
teemed it as one of the Ingueit 
ments of his cabinet. 

Krom this flight enquiry into the 
merits of Rembrandt as a painter, It 
will fuficiently appear what rack he 
is intitled to bold among the eminent 
proteffors of the art. Excluded by the 
effects of a perverted and inremeciadee 
taite, from al! pretentions to. the firt 
honours of bis profeffion, he may be 
regarded asthe moit iucec {ful of U ole 
artifts who have exerciicd great talents 
upon falfe principles, and who méy 
not improperly be called the empiics 
of the art: 

His genuine works are now indete 
rarely met with, and whenever 
they are to be purchafed, aftord 
credible pricese Amongft his numer 
ous pupils there are twenty at ical 
whodiftinguithed the mfelves as artitse 
merit, yet in acabinet, or at a fale, very

of Rembrandt, it is ufually a

The fame characteriftic excellene™ 
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and defe@s which are dcoverable in 
the paintings of Rembrandi, may allo 
be traced in his etchings: which, trom 
his own time to the prefcut day, have 
been held in high ellimatiou, and ac- 
quired only at contiderable prices. 
‘This extreme partiality to bis labours, 
have been regarded by fome as a mere 
temporary or tafhionabie preterence, 
which would in all probability foon be 
transferred to the works of fome other 
matter. It-requires however no ex- 
traordinary degree of judgement to 
difcover, that this prefercace refts ona 
more folid foundation than has geuer- 
ally been imagined» The prints of 
Rombrand: approach nearer to the ex- 
ccllcncies of painting, than thoie ot 
any other matter; and fuchis often 
the harmony of their effect, that we 
fcarcely regret the want of colour. 
The touch of his needle itrougly re- 
fembles that of his pened, and the we 
tended ¢xpreflion is often produced by 
afew {pirited and appropriate ftiokes, 
Which furprize aud delight the judic- 
ous Obierver. Among his prints a8 
well as his paintings, bis portrarts are 
the moft eftimabie of his work. 
What chara@er, what referblauce of 
Raturey in that of Epiraim Bonus, atd 
how interior as that of the fame pore 
fon by Livens, who ftrove with all is 
taleuts to this mailei-piece of 
art! Evea his iendfeapes, altuough 
only the tranferiptsut famiiar feenes, 
are in a fine thie, aod fufhcwnutly 
Cicate, that if be had converfint 
with the grander appcarances of ba- 
ture, he might this Ccpartuient have 
rivalled a Dilan, a Caracci, or a 
Ciaude. 

Without a thorough convietioa that 
the merits of Rembrandt were ot 
permanent, and not of a tranhtory 
Niturey the editor of the following 
Catalogue would tearcely have ventur- 
ed to prefeat to the public a voune, 
which prot: fies to be arrange- 
ment of bis works; but it is weil 
hnown that the avidily of the public 
to thefe fpecimens of his talents, 
begun even in his life-time, and that 
he availed himflf of it to his great 
cmMolument. This avidity extended 
not only to the coliccting of his 
prints, but to the ehuice and variety of 
his impreflions; and the cificrent 
mation in which the fame iabj.ct was 
held, merely on account of a flight 
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alteration in fome unimportant part, 
may ferve at leait to fhew the extreme 
curtonty Which his works had excited. 
‘thus the Juno without the crown, the 
Coppeuol with the white back-yground, 
the Jouicph with the face unthaded, 
and the good Samaritan with the 
hovte’s tail white, were regarded as 
inciiimable; whihithe tame fubjects, 
Without thefe dittinétions, were con- 
fidered as of little comparative value. 
‘The faciity with which be could 
change the effect of his etchings, by 
altering, obliterating, or working oa 
them again, enabled bim to provide 
fuiictent amufement for his admirers 5 
and hence varicty occur which are not 
eafily explicable. Nor was he infenfi- 
ble of the valuc of his labours, but on 
the contrary, is fiid to have frequently 
duffered himicit to be folicited before 
he would conient to difpofe of them, 
and ttis a Wel attetted fact, that the
